TIRO-POWDER IN THE WoRLD: 


‘THE HONGKONG DAILY PRESS MONDAY, §} 


Roman: corrésponilent of the Kolaische Zeitung 
as one of the best educated Princes of modern 
Europe. Almost,the same words are applied to 
him by a Monza oorrespondent. of the Basler, 
Nachrichten. His keen. interest :i in art, -Reionce, 
and literature is due to two catises—partly to 
his rather feable health aga boy, which madeit 
impossible fér his t6 take much share in any 
athletic exorcise, but still more to the zeal and 
iptalligencs of hin mother, Queen Margherita, 
who wus rezolved that the heir to the monarchy 
of Rome, Florence, Naples, Venice; and .Bo 
Tmany contrea of acieice and ealturo, should un- 
derstand the intellectual dignity of hia inherit- 
ance, -Ha,was first pliced by the Queen under 
an Englixh governess, und afterwards under 
thé competent tutorship of Professors Rizzi 
aud Morandi. ‘The young Prince of Nuples 
developed in passion for © scientific research 
which has been intensified by his travels 
in the Eust and in all parts of Europe. Ho 
is raid, to have outgrown the physical weak- 
ness of his hoyhood, and to have become u eap- 
able soldier, whilo for the scientific side of 
military affairs he his a tintural enthusiasm. Tt 
was in 1895, at the opening of the Art Exhibi- 
tion in Venice. that he saw and-fell in love with 
the presént Queen of Italy, the third danghter 
of tho Prince of the Black Mountains. Their 
marriage in October, 1896, was’ somewhat of a 
disappointment to [taliun Court circles, where 
a les romantic and. more diplornatic alliance 
would,have heer preferred. 

‘As a child the Prince of Naples was weak and 
ailing. the symptoms of rickets manifesting 
thomselves at an carly stage of his infuncy. it 
is partly owing to the devoted- care of his Eng- 
lish governess that these symptoms did net! 
assume a particularly alarming character. 
Plain and enbstantial English fare, especially 
oatmest porridge, and plenty of open-air exer- 
cise were restoring, the child to strength and 
health, when it wae judged necoxsary by his 
‘mother—whose only defect, if such it may be 
called, is to he “ over-intellectual "—that he 
should Legin to tread the paths of learning: 


This would have been # necessary and excellent: 


jdea had not his tutors expected the poor littl: 
Prince ‘to conqner the realma of knowledye by 
forced marches. The. effects of this inistaken 
system were Koon upparent. The distressing 
symptoms of rickets ayuin made their ap- 
pearance, and the strict, almost Spartan, 

régime to which the ten-yeur-old child was 
submitted not only ruined his heulth. but 
completely spoilt his temper. For the spirit 
of his grandfather lived in the little Prince, 

who fought long and desperately for his 
independence: -Once, in a childish: pame, & 
little’ playmate, thie danghter ‘of one of Queen 
Margherita’ lndjes-in-waiting, happened to ex- 
cite the wrath of her Roysk playfellow, who, 
nasuming 8 dignified ‘and’ Avplacable. axpeet 
cried out to her, “ As soon us Lam King 1 will 
cub your hend off.” Tho incident happening to 
reach tho oars of King Humbert, the most mild 
and moderate of monarchs, the bloodthirsty 
fittle Crown Prince’ was swomarily ordered to 
pene his apologies to his would-be victim, 
But this he stubbornly refused to do, and on 
being released from the dark room in which he. 
had baen imprisoned for some hours, his first 
words, accompatied by rebellious tears tere, “I 
will cut her head off.”. Much of this indepen- 
dent epirit was knocked out of him by mental 
overwork—hia mother, who is more than half 
Germap, insisting on the educational methods 
of thst country. being applied to her’ child, 

whese intellect, beings naturally bright and 
quick, but not of the massive order, was 
ground down inated of being improved by 
his stidies. Modern languages | (Fronch, Eng: 
lish, and Germun),° Latin, and Greek, ma- 
thematica,. philosophy, military: history, kept 
him continuilly at his desk ; nor could he play 
truant, for his tutor or keeper, Colonel Osio, 
cold and inflexible, was ulways on duty, und did 
not allow his ward o minute's freedom, At last 
. i health. suilered to. such un extent, 
that King-Hambert. ‘becoming alarmed, deter- 

by Dis oy 

should. undergo. a aouipicte change. He ap- 
pointed Colonel Oxio to the command of 4 
regiment, dismizsel all the other pedagogic 
torturers, snd sent the Crown Prince travelling 
throughout Europe—to Germany, England, 
Greece--and to the East. When ho returned 
the Prince of Naples had, in a certain measure, 
recoverod his health: but he had ‘lost his only 
chance of conquering rickets during infancy, 
and even now he ix obliged to sustain his 
torso, out of all proportion te his legs, by 

means of a steel corset, His military career 
was remarkably rapid, as js generally the case 
with officers in his exulted station ; but he was 
obliged to” undergo ‘stiff ‘examinations-on~ being” 
promoted, ‘the difference betwoen himself. and 
others boing that he had not:to wait for the 
usual time to.clapse between one promotion and

THE CHINESE IN SIAM. ° 


¥ rom the pen of Mr. MeCarthy appears an in- 
teresting book of notes on his twelve years’ labour 
in the survey of Siam, Seattered through the 
volume are many suggestive pameraphs on the 
character, influence, and progress of the Chinese 
in Siam. For the indment, and for obvious 
rousuns, the mast notable are those that refer to 
x band or fraternity of Chinese ” briga ands,” 
whose performances, while Mr. McCarthy was 


‘in the couatry, hears’ some resemblance to the 


doings of the. Boxers inthe present day.” The 
reemblanee, luckily, is incomplete. There is 
just cnough of it to Rerve ax an illustration of 
Chinu’s need of co-opuration with friendly Pow- 
ers who are immeasurably more interested in 
the estabiishment of her peace undvstrength 
than, in appropriation of her tercitory. The 
Chinese * brigunds" are knewn as the Hare. 
“It was about the year 1870 that the depreda- 
tions: began, the planderers rapidly overspread- 
ing the country near the Tonkin borderland.” 
Crossing the Chinese border, thay “overflowed ~ 
into several of the Sinmess frontier districts.

We were 
shown a proclamation brought down by some 
people who had escaped from a village plunder- 
ed by the Here, Written in Luo, and having 
‘u square Chinese seal, it called ppon the inhubit- 
ants to comy ont and acknowledge the Haw au- 
thority, threatening death. in caso of dia- 
obedience. : 

“We read of the Siamese town of Chieng 
Kwung as being under the sway of the Haw. 

“It is the custom of the Siamese when Duild- 
ing wats and. pagoday to make offerings 
of jewellery and money, which aro placed 
usually uader the sitting firuro of Buddha, or 
on its breast, or on the floors | 2 exact- 
ly inthe line of sight of the. figure. These 
places whon the Haw ransacked the city, the 
inhabitants were \compelled to dig up while 
their plunderers stood by, sword in hand, direct- 
ing the proceedings. - 

“The name Hew originally belonged to the 
Chinese traders of the Chiua-Sium border, 
The conduct of the Chinese neweomers who 
usurped the nume suggested that they formed 
the advanced body iy some great, movement, 
and the information wns able to gather show- 
od that Chao Fa: ‘Wong, the Governor of 
Yunnan, was in fact the head and centre of their 
scandalous proceedings. When the French 


Were at war in Tonkin he sent besiid to the

It is possible that if the Boxer mov ement 
epreuds,.the movement of which the author 
speukx may becomo'renl, and be directed against 
the French possessions in the Sonth, just ux the 
former has been turned against the Russians in 
Manchuris.
